All the cases were referred to the 


labor headquarters; but later two 
were relieved by the city. In one case 
the maa's children had not had food 
since the previous night. They were 
in a deplorable condition and their 
case in particular called for immed- 
iate relief. Others almost as bad 
were found, and it is feared that there 
are score* not yet known. 


On record at city hall are forty ap- 


plications for aid on account of the 
lockout. All of these have been re- 
ferred to the Textile Council, which 
has appointed a man1 to investigate 
all the cases.

Forty odd year* have passed since 


then, and today Crook* 1* chairman or 
the Poplar board of "guardians." the 
same boq\y which ordered hi* family 
into the poorbouse; mayor of the dis 
trsrt, member of the London county 
council, the body which govern* the 
metropolis, and holder a* well of a 
whole lot of lea* important office*. At 
the recent election of member of par- 
liament for Woolwich to fill the seat 
made vacant by the resignation of Sir 
Charles Bereaford, Will Crook* was 
elected by a handsome majority. 


The labor leader wboee overwhelm- 


ing victory in the nominally "safe" 
Conservative borough of Woolwich 
came as a serious blow to the govern- 
ment i* another of the men whose 
mothers saw to it that they started 
right, cays a London paper. 
Mrs. 


Crooks was a heroine, no less. When 
her husband died, she had seven little 
children to provide for. of whom Will 
Crooks was the eldest She made a 
plucky fight to keep out of the poor- 
house, and it was against her will that 
•he and her babies were obliged to ac- 
cept "relief." 


The first thing the ^gWr&ans" knew 


she was out again ~«rid~ fighting for a 
living once more. By this time Wilt 
Crook* was able to work some—be was 
ten—and bis mother found him a job 
delivering milk, which kept him busy 
all the time he was out of school. At 
eleven be left school and. as be says, 
"went to work at a blacksmith's, blow- 
Ing the bellows and striking with the 
heavy hammer as well as my small 
strength would allow." 


He stayed at the smithy three year* 


and was earning 91.50 a week when 
his mother happened upon a "cooper" 
who wanted a boy to learn bis trade. 
He was willing to pay only about 50 
cents a week, but there was tbe knowl- 
edge of the cooperage business to be 
learned, and so bis mother determined 
that little Will should become a barrel 
maker, 


"Mother bad a strnggle'to make both 


ends meet after tbe sacrifice was 
made," says Crooks simply. To make 
a long story short, b^^ryed as an ap- 
prentice seven years and then started 
out for himself. In tbe meantime be 
had married, and there were children. 
He soon got to be a leader in labor cir- 
cles and in consequence of bis part in 
a strike not only lost hia place, but 
found himself a marked man in bis 
trade. He bad to leave London and 
went to Liverpool, where be had a 
rough time. 


"Those eighteen months," he Bays, 


"were the hardest in my existence. On 
Christmas day in 18T8 I remember I 
tramped tbe streets of Liverpool on my 
uppers fend without a single penny in 
my pocket." 


But he went back to London, and as 


luck would have it was employed by 
the same firm that discharged him, al- 
most immediately. With better times 
his strong personality asserted Itself 
again, and he began to be a power in 
labor circles. 


Tbe rest of his story is like that of 


John Burns, the famous labor member 
of parliament. By tbe way, the two 
men are good friends. Crooks, who is 
now fifty-one, is a man of good bu- 
mor, much native wit, indomitable en- 
ergy and sterling honesty. He is "Will" 
Crooks to his admirers. He made a 
great campaign in Woolwich, one of 
the features of which was tbe "half a 
loaf shibboleth. Drage, Crooks' oppo- 
nent, In making a speech incautiously 
observed that half a loaf was better 
than no bread. 


The Crooks workers were quick to 


seize their opportunity—Drage's was 
identified immediately as the "half 
loaf party, while tbe other side adopt- 
ed a whole loaf as their emblem, the 
presentment of which immediately ap- 
peared on banners and badges and 
probably was of no small service in 
piling up Crooks' majority.

Social engineering is a new prof** 


alga. It Is engineering for tbe benefit 
Of the people. TLe business of tbe so- 
cial engineer, according to the Xew 
York News, Is the iuiuatioii and super- 
vision of all sort* of movements that 
will Improve the condition of tbe wane 
earner. Tbe need for such a profession 
came with tbe increasing movement* 
for Industrial betterment. 


Large iudnstrial establishments are 


being forced to a knowledge that it Is 
to their mutual advantage to better tliv 
condition of their employees. These 
welfare movements are not done as 
charity, but because it is just and 
right. In order to carry out sucb a 
work, however, they must have "tbe 
man who knows." 


William H. Lever, tbe proprietor of 


the great industrial plant at Port Sun- 
light, England, considers that be is not 
morally entitled to the entire profits of 
bis business. Some of them, he thinks, 
belong to tbe workmen. His method of 
sharing bis prosperity is expressed in 
tbe creation of tbe village of Sunlight, 
consisting of 600 bouses and tbe beauti- 
ful groups of buildings devoted to edu- 
cation and recreation. 


Mr. Lever% first idea was to provide 


better houses for bis workingmen. He 
built bouses containing parlor, kitchen, 
pantry, four bedrooms and n bath for a 
rent of 72 cents a week. This rent cov- 
ers the cost of taxes, repairs and main- 
tenance and is about half the ordinary 
rental for a worklngman's cottage in 
England. 


All the bouses are detaclied and are 


made in quaint and attractive forms of 
architecture. The schoolbonse, a great 
building of cream stone, smacks of the 
ecclesiastical in its architecture. A 
thoroughly practical education is given 
here, from kindergarten, through do- 
mestic science, manual training and 
tbe ordinary branches up to scholar- 
ships founded by Mr. Lever wbicb ad- 
mit the winner to a university educa- 
tion. 


The village inn is a handsome build- 


ing, inclosing club and smoking rooms 
and other conveniences, but no liquor 
is sold in the village. 


There is a summer theater where the 


families may see plays ia the open air 
In summer. There are allotment gar- 
dens, rented at $1.25 a year, for rais- 
ing flowers and vegetables, and annual 
shows, with prizes, which arouse com- 
petition. 


Tbe village community built up by 


tbe Cadburys near BIMflJSgharn is an- 
other example. Mrv Qgdtmry lias beeu 
specially mindful of means for recrea- 
tion. There are fine swimming pools 
for both tbe men and women employ- 
ees. 


The eight hour day prevails through- 


out tbe works, and all tbe vast enter- 
prises for social, industrial and educa- 
tional betterment are under tbe control 
of the "BornevIHe village trust," a 
unique organization, wbicb manages 
the features described and many oth- 
ers, 


At Anzin, France, under the presi- 


dency of Caslmir-Perier, ex-president 
of the French republic, we find coal 
miners owning a co-operative store 
with nineteen branches. There a pen- 
sion system established in the sixties 
has been so successful that it was tak- 
en as a model by tbe French govern- 
ment. 


Tbe company has built 2,884 cottages, 


with a garden of eight square rode at- 
tached to each for employees and also 
advances money for workmen to build 
their own. 


Strikes and Compromise". 


A large number of strikes is happen- 


ing these days. A goodly number of 
compromises between employer and 
employee Is also occurring. The public 
hears much about the former, but not 
so much about the latter. 


A strike has spectacular features. It 


is a declaration of war, and war al- 
ways catches the public eye. But u 
settlement of a labor trouble, either 
before or after a strike, is a humdrum 
business affair which few outside of 
those Immediately concerned can un- 
derstand. 


The encouraging fact in the situation 


is that the compromises by which 
strikes are averted are in a larger per- 
centage of the labor troubles than ever 
before. Both sides to the labor problem 
are evidently more amenable to reason 
than in tbe past and more ready to lis- 
ten to argument. 


Labor Is evidently having the advan- 


tage. The industrial prosperity is so 
great that it has absorbed nearly tbe 
full working force of the country. 
There are few idle voluntarily. But 
labor should be careful not to push its 
advantage too far or it may check tbe 
prosperity on wbicb It* advantage 
rests.—Philadelphia Press. 


O'Co«nell Encouraged. 


President Jiuues O'Connell of the In- 


ternational Association of Machinists 
made a statement to a Washington 
Star reporter regarding general condi- 
tions, as follows: 


"Among tbe metal trades of the coun- 


try the outlook is exceptionally bright. 
In fact, I am of the opinion that tbe 
coming year will prove to bo tbe most 
prosperous tlmt organized lobor has 
ever experienced. 
My assertion Is 


based upon the fact that the relations 
between tbe employer and tbe employee 
are gradually becoming more bar- 
inonlous, much to the gratification of 
all concerned. This condition ia mani- 
fest on every band, and there are no 
indications of a general movement 
wbicb will result in strike* or lock- 
outs."

while Ignoring or affecting to despise 
their own racial kindred, the Chinese 
and Koreans. It is pointed out that 
Japansese agriculture and •industrial- 
ism are languishing because of Am- 
erican competition, and that because 
of the infatuation of western imita- 
tion, the illimitable possibilities of 
close Chinese relations have been lost 
sight of. Tto Jananese and Chinese, 
this writer concludes ,need to culti- 
vate each other for mutual good and 
protection. Japan is characterized as 
a. warlike nation and China as a 
philosophical nation. One nation, It 
is contended, lacks the quality pos- 
sessed by the other, and therefore, 
each could teach the other much 
through close 
association 
and a 


friendly understanding. A Mongolian 
alliance Is advocated for trade, ethi- 
cal and protective reasons. 


It is evident that The Nippon-jln ar- 


ticle voices a growing national senti- 
ment. The mikado has placed at the 
disposal of the emperor of China a 
Japanese general of 
distinction to 


aid him in the organization of a gen- 
eral staff for the Chinese army; Jap- 
anese military Instructors 
are 
in 


strong demand on the drill ground 
in the Celestial empire, and many 
young Chinamen are preparing for 
the army at the Imperial Military 
academy in Japan. Their Japanese 
instructors speak very highly of their 
capacity to acquire military knowl- 
edge. 
Since the inte'rvention of the 


powers in China and their joint occu- 
pation in Pekin, It is said the sympa- 
thies of the1 Japanese have gone out 
to their whilom enemies, and signs 
are multiplying that it is the1 instinc- 
tive purpose of the two Monoglian 
nations to "get together." Very like- 
ly their governments have a secret 
understanding, and in due time there 
will be an alliance that will bid Rus- 
sia and Germany defiance. 


In the meantime, Japan is coaching 


China in the modern manual of arms 
Japan, has reason to want to put the 
backward millions of China in an ade- 
quate condition of 
defense, 
for 


China's enemies are Japan's enemies. 
Once the paw of the Russian bear Is 
planted upon Manchuria and Korea 
permanently, the vitals of the little 
island kingdom are exposed vulnera- 
bly. 
This danger Japan will seek to 


avert at all hazards. 
With China 


armed and drilled and her ally, Japan 
has little to fear from a war with 
Russia, or with an alliance of several 
continental powers of Europe. 
The 


hordes of the Orient would constitute 
the most formidable array wlth-in the 
ken of history, and It would be well 
for Christendom if tho spirit of con- 
quest did not possess It. If It did, the 
"yellow terror" wruld not be & fantas- 
tic phrase.—Atlanta Constitution.

Charles L. Burjrer, a New York law- 


yer, has Invented what is said by naval 
experts to be the coining boat in sea 
lighting 
It is called the subsurface 


boat, so named. «ays the- St. Louis 
Pest-Dispatch, because it consists of 
tv.-o long, narrow boats, one immedi- 
ately above tho other. 
The higher 


boat is on the surface of the water; 
tl.e lower one is entirely submerged. 
It carries the gasoline engines which 
are to drive the queer craft sixteen 
knots an hour and also carries tbo'ibrK 
pedo tube with which tbc craft is -to 
tlirow torpedoes against ships of war. 


Tbe upper deck of this novel boat is 


cf cellulose and uusinkable. It carries 
a conning tower for the pilot. This 
conuiug tower is too small to be struck 
with a large shot, and it carries suffi* 
ciont armor to protect the pilot from 
small shot. 


The subsurface boat is designed to 


fight in the open. It is supposed to be 
fast enough to dart in and deliver its 
torpedo without offering the guns of a 
battleship or cruiser enough exposed 
surface for an effective shot. 


One of the boats i~i being built by a 


company organized by the inventor, 
and if the craft meets expectations the- 
invention ivill be purchased by the 
United States govonirneut.

The artificial production of pearls in 


large quantities is a simple problem iu 
th»» %icw of Dr. II. Lyster Jameson. 
One cause of pearl formation proves to 
be a worm, which has its origin in tbe 
cockle or "tapestry shell," from vvliicli 
the larvae pass to tlie mussel and may 
be eaten with the latter by the cider or 
scoter, reaching maturity in the intes- 
tines of these birds. If the larvae re- 
main iu tlie mussel long enough, pearls 
are formed. With full knowledge of 
the life histories of these parasites it 
is believed that pearl oysters or pearl 
mussels may be Infected to any desired 
extent by placing them in infected com- 
pany, and tlie infected mollusks PIUI 
then be left to themselves in suitable 
beds until the pearls are sufficient.!;

Alexander from an ornithological ex- 
pedition to tbe island of Fernando Po, 
on the western coast of Africa, 1ms dis- 
closed a new and wonderfully rich avi- 
fauna.

AY hen the verdict aud sentence were 


made known throughout the country, 
it is r.o exaggeration to say that the 
news was received with greater aston- 
ishment than that causc-d by any ver- 
dict of a jury during the century. It 
was not merely the ordinary public 
that was astonished, but the trained 
legal intellects present at tho trial, in- 
cluding the counsel for the crown. It 
was felt that a great error had oc- 
curred, that a judicial murder was 
about to be committed, and numerous 
petitions against the infliction of the 
death penalty were immediately signed 
all o\er the I'nited Kingdom. These 
petitions wore not wholly the result of 
•sympathy for the condemned, but rath- 
"er of an almost universal feeling that 
the oa^o was not clearly proved and 
that Mre. Maybrick might, after all, be 
innocent ot the crime of murder. 


Keforo the time set for tlio e> •<—• f!,-yi 


tho Lome secretary i Iloin-j M.it'bc-v*. 
who, 
except tho crown, is alone \ csted 


\\ith power to review the trial of cap- 
ita! crimps or exercise clemency, com- 
muted the sentence to penal servitude 
for hf:\ stating that the evidence "did 
not wholly exclude a reasonable doubt." 


But the efforts in bobalf of Mrs. 


Maybrick did not close with this re- 
sult, ^hich was felt to be unsatisfac- 
tory. 
'\Vith the commutation of the 


death sentence to life imprisonment, 
however, the British authorities rested, 
and the steady stream of petitions and 
appeals from all over this country and 
America from that time to this have 
failed to move them to further acts of 
clompncy. On several occasions Mrs. 


personally petitioned the

A'ictona, asking for one of 


tvj'o' tilings—cither a pardon or a public 
investigation into the eMdonce. Under 
the English law a condemned prisoner 
has no right to u roim obligation of the 
evidence—in other words, has no right 
of appeal—and if unjustly condemned 
can only hope for reparation through 
a pardon from the crown upon the 
recommendation of the home secretary. 
Tins all tho home secretaries from Mr. 
Matthews down to tho present refused 
to do, and Queen \ictona dei lined to 
take the initiative in tho matter, an 
attitude whkh has bceu assumed by 
King Edward. 


Under what many peoplo think to be 


a mistaken notion of "maintaining tbe 
majesty of tho law" the British au- 
thorities have kept Mrs. Maybnck in 
prison since 18SO regardless of the 
number and character of the appeals 
foi hor release. 
The petitions from 


the United States have been particular- 
ly numtMons and iiibistent, hundreds of 
tho signers being people of high offi- 


< lal and 
social standing—presidents, 


cabinet om< ers, supreme couit justices 
and members of congress, to whom it 
would seem the British authorities 
would not bo adverse to making rea- 
sonable concessions. 


But the promised release of Mrs. 


Maybriek does not como as a result of 
those petitions, nor indeed is it in any 
respect an not of clemency. Mrs. Mjy- 
brlok is not to be pardoned, but simply 
released in aciordaiKC with the usual 
liritiali custom.

rroiu a geographical standpoint tbe 


inland would prove a valuable acces- 
sion to any country interested in South 
American affairs. In the same longi- 
tude as Tainpa, Flu., and in the same 
latitude as Yucatan, Mexico. It is re- 
garded as a strategic key to tho Carib- 
bean &ea and tbe Yucatan channel, 
which connects the Caribbean sea with 
the gulf of Mexico. It is situated about 
sixty miles south of tbe western end 
of Cuba. Attention to its desirability 
as a naval base has been evoked anew 
by the little mixup between A'enezuela 
•ind tho powers. 


In size the island is about as large aa 


the state of Khode Island. This town is 
its principal northern port and is locat- 
ed a shoit distance up tbe Rio de Cer- 
ro. There is a steamship service from 
here to Batabano, Cuba, the distance 
t.om Xuova Gerona to Havana being 
a total of only ninety miles. Neverthe- 
less under existing conditions it re- 
quires a day to complete the journey, 
the last thirty miles of which are by 
rail. 


The Isle of Pines has a population of 


about 3,000, tho majority of the island- 
ers dwelling m the mountainous dis- 
tricts of the northern side. In fact, the 
southern side is practically uninhabit- 
able, as at high tide tlie sea inundates 
a chain of lagoons which stretches 
across the southern soctiou. The soil 
of tho northern pait is remarkably fer- 
tile, as tho industrious Americans wbo 
b.-ue immigrated hither can testify. 
Isle of Pines potatoes arc greatly do- 
snvHl by tbe people of Cuba and bring 
in tho Havana markets a higher price 
than flo the potatoes of the United 
States. Tob;i<<o grows luxuiiantly, and 
sugar cane is a staplo product. Pine- 
apples, which grow wild in such abun- 
dance as to uhe the island its namo, 
are successfully cultivated for the 
American market. 


Tho: 
woods of the island arc also a 


source of much profit to the invading 
Americans, '.n the forests arc found 
such woods as tho cedar, oak, pmo de 
tea, 
ociija, sabrlnn, eapocho, fustic, co- 


coa, 
obony, mahogany, walnut, ceiba, 


maronon, uuijuguu and tho royal palm.

It is recalled that Jolm Burroughs 


has not always been favored of those 
In high station. Ills visits to Wash- 
ington have not always found him a 
guest at the White Ilou»t». 


Forty years ago, for Burroughs is 


now sixiy-six years of age. he went to 
Washington from his home in Dela- 
ware county, X. Y., to accept an ap- 
pointment in the treasury department. 
He has a good deal to say in his early 
books about Washington. lie went 
there, he says, "during the Arcadian 
age of tl»s capital before the easy going 
southern ways had gone out and the 
prim new northern ways had come in 
and when the domestic animals were 
treated with distinguished considera- 
tion and given the freedom of the city." 


He leased an old place with an acre 


of jrround attached almost within the- 
shadow of the 4ome of the capitol, and 
behind the high but aged and decrepit 
board fence, he says, he indulged in 
rural and unclerical tastes. 
In this 


mixture of city and country he strove 
to throw off. the incubus of his depart- 
mental ^Vork, 'which never set easily 
upon his shoulders. He spoke his heart 
when he wrote: 


"Ah. when that creaking and sagging 


gate closed upon me in the evening I 
•was happy, and when it opened for 
my egress in the morning I was not 
happy. Inside that gate were a minia- 
ture farm, redolent of homely, primi- 
tive life; a tumble down house, and 
stable and implements of agriculture 
and horticulture, broods of chickens, 
growing pumpkins and the thousand 
and one antidotes to the weariness of 
artificial life. Outside of it were the 
marble anil iron palaces, the paved 
and blistering streets and the vacant 
mahogany desk, of a government clerk. 
In that ancient inclosnre I took an 
earth bath twice a day." 


At a recent gathering of English and 


American literary men in London that 
irrepressible 
American, Mr. Joseph 


Pennellfi who has been so long abroad, 
told^ah-jimusing story of how he once 
foufta'hjiuself stranded in the Spanish 
town of Granada.

nearly everybody knows that Texas to 
a great empire within itself, capable of 
producing from its 2G5.7SO square miles 
of varied so*l and atmospheric condi- 
tions about everything needed for the 
sustenance and delectation of mankind. 
Perhaps few, however, realize the ex- 
tent and possibilities of u new agricul- 
tural industry which has been devel- 
oped in the Lone Star State during 
the last few years. This is the culture 
of rice, to which within the last dec- 
ade luive been devoted thousands of 
acres of laud hitherto regarded as al- 
most valueless. 


The first experiments with rice grow- 


ing in Texas began in 1888, the grow- 
ers depending upon rainfall to furnish 
the moisture required for cultivating

the crop. But this trusting to the un- 
certainties of the weather did not pay, 
and about 1893 it was found necessary 
to resort to irrigation, which really 
marks the beginning of the rice In- 
dustry in this state in its present form 
and vast proportions. 


In the old days rice was grown In 


the Texas marshes, as it still is In 
Georgia and the Carolinas, the seed be- 
ing planted in ponds and morasses and 
the wa,ter being drawn off several 
time,?, iduring the growing season. But 
no\y,jthjnnethod of growing rice is en- 
tirely different, and contrary to the 
idea that most people have the land 
suitable for cultivation is not marsh, 
but comparatively high and 
well 


drained. 
The most important factor 


is its irrigation, which is done by 
means of canals and pumps. 


In the. first place, companies are or- 


ganized to build the canals and put in 
the pumping machinery, and this ne- 
cessitates an outlay of $50,000 to ?300,- 
000, according to the amount of land 
to be irrigated. Rice canals are con- 
structed by building two parallel levees 
over the prairie, 100 feet apart and 
varying fromHime to time eight feet in 
height. 


The levees of the main canal begin 


on the banks of some inexhaustible 
stream, at which point an immense 
pumping plant is located. 


After preparing the soil by plowing 


and harrowing, the planting is done in 
April and May, and the rice is allowed 
to become six or eight inches high be- 
fore the irrigation begins. Then the 
pumps are started, and a regular 
stream is sent boiling and. foaming 
through the streets, filling them bank 
full. The floodgates to the lateral ca- 
nals are then opened, and the whole 
intersected country, is submerged to a 
depth of at least-three inches and is 
kept so flooded for a period of about 
seventy days. 


At the end of this time the water Is 


drawn off and harvesting is begun as 
soon as the fields dry sufficiently to 
permit the harvester to enter, which is 
from ten to fifteen days. The rice self 
binder is identical with other grain har- 
vesters, save that it is stronger and 
Jieavier and has broad wheels to pre- 
vent cutting into the soft earth. The 
machinery is necessarily very strong, 
as the rice straw is larger and the. 
yield of grain greater than wheat or 
other grains. 


After standing about twenty days 


after shocking the thrashing takes 
place, and there is very little differ- 
ence between the thrashing of rice and 
wheat, and the charges per bushel are 
practically the same. The rice is sacked 
at the machine, the average weight per 
sack being ISO pounds, and it is not 
unsacked until emptied into the bin at 
the mill. 


In case the farmer owns his own 


land he simply rents the water supply 
from the irrigating company, paying 
therefor at the rate of two sacks of 
rice per acre. If, however, the farmer 
does not own his land nor wishes to 
buy he can rent both land and water 
at the rate of four sacks per acre, or in 
dollars and cents the farmer can rent 
the water supply for about flO «n 
acre. If he also rents the land, he pays 
about $7 additional, making a total of 
$17 per acre. The average price of rice 
is $3 per barrel, and with the average 
yield of twelve barrels per acre yon 
have $3(5 per acre, with a net profit of 
$1J) per acre. 


When one considers the great acre- 


age of Texas land suitable for rice cul- 
ture awaiting development, coupled 
with the fact that the United States 
consumes vastly more rice than it 
raises, something over 58,000,000 pounds 
being Imported last year from China 
and "JrtpWTV, it is not hazardous to pre- 
dict n fcwat future for the Texas rice 
Industry; Its possibilities are measured 
only by the growing demand for this 
nutritlo'U) tnd palatable cereal.

The Smyth family gave her permis- 


sion to remain in Leipsic a year. By 
that time they believed the nonsense 
would be taken out of her and she 
would be willing to return home and 
take the round of life suitable to any 
well regulated army girl. But she did 
not return at the end of a year. She 
remained in Leipsic, on the contrary, 
four years, studying with enthusiasm. 
She began musical composition while 
there. Leading performers in the city 
of music gave at different times a 
string quartet and a violin sonata by 
her. 
After Leipsic the girl still re- 


fused to drop into nonentity, but con- 
tinued working in Dresden, Munich 
aud Florence for several seasons. Then 
she studied in Rome, whither she still 
Journeys from time to time to breathe 
in the thrilling atmosphere of art and 
music iu Italy. 


It is interesting to note that it was a

At a meeting of the Min- 
nesota Dairymen's association several 
ladies reported tbeir sueoe«s iu cow 
keeping. One woman. Mrs. Holmes/ 
was food of cows and bad money *•» 
buy one. That wan somt years ago. 
Mrs. Holmes now has a farm of 24O 
acres in small grains and pasture. Tbe 
grain laud* gave a phenomenal yield 
to the acre, the men farmers said when 
they heard the average was nearly fif- 
ty bushels. 
Mrs. Holmes has HOW 


twenty-six cows, which gave her nearly 
$1.300 worth of butter last year. For 
a farmer thai is not a bad income. 
Mrs. Holmes wisely uses ail the prod- 
uct of ber land to feed ber stock on. 


A Maine woman, Mrs. Florence Cum- 


mlngs. who likewise plays the piano, 
devotes ber farm to poultry, hay and 
dairying. She does all her own house- 
work and sells twenty pounds of butter 
a week. Country women around Bos- 
ton have taken up market gardening 
witb enthusiasm, and several of them 
are in receipt of incomes from this 
source that many professional men and 
women might envy. In New England 
it is becoming common to employ Ital- 
ian women to do the work in market 
gardening, and they make excellent 
help. They do not get drunk or quar- 
rel. In the west and southwest, of 
course, however, it is left for women 
to conduct farms on a grand scale.

She of- 
fered some of them at a famous south- 
ern hotel. At once they met with fa- 
vor.
